relatives declared the bomber was not 
of their family. They viewed the 
badly mangled body at the .city 
morgue where hundreds have visited 
In a vain attempt to Identify the man. 


A belt buckle on which was en- 


graved the letter "L" was the single 
bit of evidence police had upon which 
to work. The bomber, a man of'for- 
eign appearance dressed in working 
clothes, entered the bank Tuesday and 
presented a demand for $2,000 "or I'll 
blow up the bank" when George C. 
Ortman, a special bank policeman, ap- 
proached to arrest him, he placed a 
black satchel upon the floor and gave 
It a kick. A violent explosion fol- 
lowed. 
The bomber was instantly 


killed and Ortman so badly Injured he 
died soon after he was taken to a hos- 
pital. Bank officials after an Investi- 
gation fixed the damage to the 24- 
story building at upwards of $150,000.

"There is a small duty 
on lime and cement but none on 
brick and lumber.

it Is believed, died as a result of over- 
doses, of potions given her by Emll 
Blanescu, 21, her suitor. This theory 
has gained weight as the questioning 
of the youth had delved further into 
the strange relations of the pair and 
as examination of the girl's stomach 
by Coroner A. P. Hammond and City 
Chemist Harold J. Knapp ha* pro- 
ceeded. 


Balanescu, according to police, has 


admitted prescribing medicine* for the 
girl but is admanant in hi* refusal to 
disclose what they -were. So numer- 
ous were the pills and other medicines 
taken by the girl that chemists work- 
ing under Dr. $n*pe b»Yf pro- 


nounced the girl's stomach a "verit- 
able storehouse of drugs." So far as 
has been learned no poisons were 
given Miss Kirk and it might be nec- 
essary to attribute'her death to an 
Indiscriminate conglomeration of med- 
icines It was said. 


Between sobs, the youth told of his 


desire to help the girl, whom he says 
ho loved. He had no intentions, he 
says according to police, of making 
Miss Kirk ill, much less of causing 
her death. Some of the medicine*, he 
said, were prescribed to cheer her up 
when she seemed despondent, others 
to revive her when she appeared pale 
and wan.

FADS IN BABY FOOD 


Recently somebody Inquired about feeding a baby 


••lactic ocul m.lk" and I branded that * 
ft* 


A medical man now asks what I* my objection 


to lactic acid milk, or other acidified milk for a 


milk sours it develops lactic acid. The lac- 


tic acid is produced by fermentation of the milk 
sugar or lactose which is the form In which cai- 
bohvdrate occurs in milk. The fermentation is car- 
ried on bv bacteria which are universally or nor- 
mallv present in milk. Some of these bacteria are 
killed off by the process of pasteurization. Pasteur- 
ization means heating the milk (or other food) up 
to 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit and 
no higher, and 


holding at" that temperature for about twenty min 
utes. then cooling again. That degree and duration 
of heat Is sufficient to kill any disease germs which 
mav be In the milk, say tubercle bacilli either from 
tubercular cows or possibly from contamination of 
the milk after milking, if some one with tubercu- 
losis handles the milk. This Is the reason why pas- 
teurization is insisted on for all milk to be market- 
ed in the cities. Of course raw milk would be pre- 
ferable if there were some assurance that the nuik 
is pure and that no contamination has occurred 
from diseased or uncleanly handlers. Pasteurization 
i« a necessary compromise with disease, filth and 
careless handling of the milk. Milk concerns betray 
a low principle when they attempt to propagate the 
notion 
that 
pasteurization 
improves 
the milk 


in any way: the truth 
is that this parboil- 


ing merely kills off any dangerous disease germs 
which may have gotten into the milk. It also kills 
off some of the lactic bacilli, the germs which car- 
-v OK the fermentation process. 
For this reason 


pasteurized milk does not sour as promptly as pure 
raw milk does. Let no consumer be misled by the 
fact It sours tardily because the lactic bacilli in it 
are enfeebled by the parboiling. These lactic baolli. 
however are 
rather friendly germs. 
A special 


strain of them, called Bulgarian 
bacilli, became 


popular a few years ago as a remedy favoring nor- 
mal fermentative conditions in the intestine and 
indirectly rendering the field less suitable for ab- 
normal putrefaction.

"People of today dislike being criti-

human injects that sting our con- 
science-! with their biting sarcasm di- 
rected against our habits and modes of 
living:" This was the text of the ad- 
dress on "The Social Gad Fly," de- 
livered by Prof. A. A Trever, Law- 
rence college instructor, to Appleton 
Rotary club at Its meeting in North- 
ern hotel Tuesday noon 


"AVe do not realize the remarkable 


•ervice that the social gad fly renders 
civilization." Mr. Trever said, "for 
we ar« too willing to condemn any 
such attempts at reform as anarchism 
and Immediately proceed to rout them 
from the nation. 


THE FIRST GAD-FLY 


Many hundreds of years ago there 


was a "wise old Greek philosopher who 
lived in the city of Athens. He was 
one of the greatest talkers the world 
has ever known, but every time he 
opened his mouth he said something 
well worth while listening to. He was 
unafraid of the truth, and invariably 
spoke it wherever and whenever he 
got the opportunity. 
"He was one of the world's first gad 


file*, and his criticism often led to em- 
barrassing revelations. 
He directed 


his campaigns against the self satis- 
fied people of Athens, who. in turn. 
instead of benefiting from the truths 
he revealed, turned against him. and 
one of the finest and most brilliant 
men the world has ever known. So- 
crates, passed out of this life after 
dringing the famous cup of poison 
hemlock. 


SWAT THE FLY 


"The trouble with civilization today 


is that its members, just as the old 
Athenians, are too self satisfied. We 
believe that our old established insti- 
tutions are perfect, and we refuse to 
heed criticism delivered against them. 
I am proud of being American—and 
I am proud of our institutions, but at 
the same time I believe that nothing 
Is above reproach. However, when it 
comes, in the shape of scathing and 
bitter denunciation on the part of crit- 
ics and pessimists, who are termed 
social gad flies, we immediately resent 
It. and turn upon them scathing de- 
nunciation of their preachings in re- 
turn, trying our best at every turn to 
'swat the fly.' 


NEED CRITICISM 


"Men 
like Sinclair Lewis, •with his 


"Main Street," and H. L. Mencken, 
with scarcely veiled Irony in his mag- 
azine articles, are the gad flies of to- 
day.' We must'learn "to take their 
criticisms with a good sense of hu- 
mor and good sportsmanship. They 
are the elements of civilization that 
sting us out of our inactivity and in- 
to a spirit of progress, for progress 
only comes by breaking away from 
old customs and ideas. All arguments 
have two sides, and each side usually 
has some truth in it. We must learn 
to listen to both sides wJthout getting 
•hot under the collar'! Let's do away 
with hypocrisy and pretense, and lend 
a little time to the consideration of 
our faults, ceasing to always do the 
things we like to do, listening to 
things we like to listen to, and be- 
lieving explicitly in things we like to 
believe in. People of today might well 
benefit from that -wise extract from 
the works of Kobert Burns, to 'see 
ourselves as others see us'."
